"Hurry," he shouted, “I want one 
more drink before the whistles 
blow, make it snappy bartender.” 
The Priest, seeing his condition 
and realizing that the unfortunate 
man did not kriow where he was, 
signalled the choir'to march” by 


_ Singing an anthem. 


Unsteadily clinging to the rail, 
the inebriate stared in amazement 
for a moment and then ‘turning to 
the Priest cried, "To heck with the 


floor show, I want a Scotch and 
soda." 

I do not present this story be- 
cause of the humor: attached to 
it, but rather because of its pathos 
and the fact that it seems to typi- 
fy the spirit of reckless abandon 
and inability to understand what 
exists everywhere today. The 
whole world it appears has lost its 
sense of values and is looking for 
the answer to its problems in an- 
other “Scotch and soda.” 

It would be well, if as we ap- 
proach another New Year, we 
would take time to stop and count 
our change. 1946 is a challenge 
that calls for sober thought and 
careful action om the part of all 
mankind. Never in its troubled 
history has the world stood at 
such a perilous crossroad. In our 
rasp we hold the power to build a 
marvelous new civilization and es- 


tablish an era of peace and hap- 


piness heretofore undreamed of, or 
we can employ that same power to 
bring about complete and utter de- 
struction. r 

If from the terrifying experi- 
ences of. the past few years, we 
Have failed to learn our lesson -and 
set about with the same courage 
and determination to establish a 
“total” peace, as we employed, in 
creating “total” war, it would 
probably prove better for man- 
kind if the-bells failed to toll an- 
other year. ^ 

"Peace on Earth, Good Will To- 
ward Men" recognizes: no national 
boundaries, no race, or creed. or 
color. It brings all mankind under 
one banner, in one world with one 
God. If that world is to progress 
and prosper, the peoples who in- 


habit it must come to realize that’ 


individually and collectively they 
are “Their brother's keeper" and 
that what affects the welfare of 
one affects the welfare of all. Sel- 
fish nationalism, commercial greed 
and mutual distrust are barriers 
that must be wiped out if peace is 
to be established. If, beginning in 
1946 we are capable of /making 
even a faltering step in that di- 
rection, it will prove a year worth- 
while and we may rightfully cele- 
brate its arrival, but a -fervent 
prayer in the hearts of all man- 
kind this particular New Year’s 
Eve would offer more promise for 


the future of the world than “an- 


other Scotch and’ soda."
